AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 11.— 


The Swedish steamship New Sweden, 
a passenger and freight vessel of 5310 
tons gross register, owned 
by 
the 


Swedish-American-Mexico Line, was 
sunk by a submarine, May 20, in Medi- 
terranean waters, it was learned here 
today from 12 members of the crew of 
the vessel who arrived as passengers 
on a French vessel. 
The New Sweden was huilt in 1913, 


as part of a fleet of vessels designed 
to run between 
Gothenburg. Vera 


Cruz, Galveston, and New York. Prior 
to the war she made several trips 
in this service, but was afterward 
withdrawn by her owners and entered 
into the Swedish East Asiatic trade. 
She had accommodations for both first 
find second class passengers.

Tho state fuel administration has 


sent out a letter to local manufactur- 
ing plants urging that anthracite 
screenings be used in the plants to eko 
out the supply of bituminous coal. It 
is anticipated that the supply of the 
latter kind of fuel will be 
uncertain 


during the coming winter and the man- 
ufacturers are advised to use as much 
screening as possible. 
The argument 


has been advanced that the quality of 
screening being delivered in this part 
of the country is very poor, and the 
administration admits this to be true 
in certain instances, but advises the 
manufacturers 
to 
order screenings 


through competent dealers. 


In most of the local plants fuel com- 


mittees have been appointed to wage 
a campaign for the conservation of fuel 
in the various establishments, and the 
chairmen of these committees will 
meet Chairman John M. O'Donoghue of 
the Lowell fuel committee some time 
this week, probably, to discuss means 
and measures for pushing the conser- 
vation'work in the mills.

Fired at "Sub" 
150 Yards Away, 


Says Clean Hit Made 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 11.—A 'German submarine was at- 


tacked and apparently sunk by a British steamship a trees ago Sunday 
morning, off a British port, according to passengers on the vessel, which 
arrived here today. A United States army officer who saw the single 
shot fired at the U-hoat which was only 150 yards away, expressed the 
opinion that a clean hit was made. 


Two destroyers which accompanied the British liner closed in after 


this one-sided combat and dropped depth charges at the spot where the 
submarine had disappeared. 


The British vessel was met some distance from 
this port by a 


scout seaplane, which escorted her here. 
The liner carried 176 pass- 


engers. She is a vessel which several times has been subjected to un- 
successful torpedo attacks and once was shelled by a U-boat. 


BOSTON, June 11.—The story told 


by Capt. J. T. Gonsalves of the whaling 
schooner A. JI. Nicholson, which 
ar- 


rived safely at an .Atlantic port Sun- 
day after having 'been held up by a 
German submarine off Cape Hatteraa. 
has excited unusual interest in naval 
and shipping circles. 
According to 


the captain, the whaler was spared 
upon representations by the master 
that he was the owner and would be 
ruined if she were sunk. Some naval 
ofilcers are persuaded that the captain 
of the U-bftat was influenced by a mo- 
tive not explained by tenderness of 
heart. 


Capt. Gonsalves hails from the Capo 


Verdi islands! which at one time were 
suspected of being tho innocent loca- 
tion of a German submarine base. Capt. 
Gonsalves and hia crow, who arc Por- 
tuguese, wore closely examined by the 
naval authorities and all corroborated 
the captain's story.

Moving with steadiness, in spite of the fright- 


ful losses inflicted upon them, the Germans in 
their plunge southward on the line from Noyon to 
Montdidier, continue to gain here and there in 
the center of the line, where their greatest effort 
has been exerted. The enemy's greatest advance 
is at Vignemont, six miles from the line as it stood 
last Saturday. 


FRENCH LAUNCH COUNTER ATTACKS 


The French have launched counter attacks 


on the left of their line, which may be an indica- 
tion that they have reached the front where they 
| will make their final stand. This line seems to 
be along the Aronde river, a small stream flowing 
west and northwest from the Oise and roughly 


j paralleling the line of the advance. 


MERY RECAPTURED BY FRENCH 
The Germans, according to the official state- 


ment issued by the French war office, reached the 
"vicinity" of this stream. This marked the limit 
of their advance, however, and the French imme- 
diately attacked and .drove the enemy back to 
the line passing through Belloy, south of St. 
Maur, south of Marqueglise and Vandelicourt. 
The village of Mery, west of Belloy, was retaken 
by the French on Monday night, 


FRENCH FORCED TO WITHDRAW 
This part of the battle front, however, is ap- 


parently not the most menacing to the French. 
It is farther east that the Germans seem to be 
making their most telling gains. Here, along the 
right bank of the Oise, they have reached An- 
toval, a village which lies on the crest of the hills 
above the important' town of Ribecourt, which 
lies on the low flat lands to the west of the Oise., 
The French admit that their "line- of resistance to; 
the west and south of Ribecourt" has been with- 
drawn in consequence.

she had

The Gloucester boat was stopped 


by a navy patrol off the Graves Light 
and ordered to return to her pier. 
The steamer City of Bangor, en 
route for Boston, was intercepted by 
a -coast guard crew and a navy patrol 
about 10 miles from Rockland, Me., 
and ordered back, but shortly before 
midnight was allowed to proceed. 


Transport .Shells U-Boat 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 11.— 


An American transport fired five shots 
at a German submarine 
yesterday 


morning, 75 miles oft the Jersey coast 
with unknown results, 
according 
to 


information brought here last night 
by the captain of a Brazilian steam- 
ship. 


The freight ship, bound north from 


a South American port, sighted the 
submarine soon after 10 o'clock. Im- 
mediately full speed ahead was or- 
dered and the vessel zig-zagged. A 
few minutes later a vessel in the dis- 
tance, which, later was Identified as 
a United States army transport, op- 
ened firo on the submarine. 
Two 
shots were heard, followed almost im- 
mediately by three others. The sub- 
marine was too far away, said 
the 


South American captain, for him to 
tell whether any of the shots took 
effect. He also said he thought the 
transport was top far from the sub- 
marine for the latter to try a hit with 
a torpedo. 


The Brazilian steamer continued its 
course with all possible speed.for this 
port without waiting to ascertain the 
result of the encounter.

1 PHILADELPHIA, June 11.—The fed- 
eral administration has just issued 
regulations governing the preparation 
of bituminous coal. 
Anthracite has 


been inspected for a long time and is 
being carefully prepared to ensure- 
good fuel. 


Certain shippers of "snow-bird" coal 


from, the anthracite region have been 
stopped by the local administrators, 
greatly to the satisfaction of the an- 
thracite industry, for the anthracite 
operators are insistent for clean coal 
for the consuming public. 
In every contract 'between operators 


and miners, as agreed to and upheld 
by the United Mine Workers there is a 
penalty on miners,who load impurities 
with coal 
that 
could reasonably be 


kept out. Safeguards for 
the 
men 


against persecution, for personal rea- 
sons by petty bosses, are also in the 
contracts. 


The miners have no sympathy for 


dirty coal. Neither do they recognize 
any act that would load anything but 
clean coal into the mine cars, for they 
realize that dirty coal is a. menace to 
their occupations as well as to the in- 
dustry.

Drastic Fuel Saving Plan Outlined 


—Auto Makers to Get Only 
Quarter Usual Supply 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The first 


Btep in a drastic program for reduc- 
tion of fuel allowed non-war industries 
to meet the expected coal shortage next 
winter' was announced last night. 


It Is the curtailment of. coal supplies 


to manufacturers of passenger auto- 
mobiles for the year beginning Aug 1. 
to 25 per cent of the quantity consumed 
In 1917-18. 


Just how other industries will ba af- 


fected has not been disclosed, and ft is 
said that there 
probably will be no 


publication of a list of so-called non- 
essentials. Instead an 
announcement 


may be made as each order is given ap- 
plying to a particular industry. 


There is understood to be before 


President Wilson now a report upon 
which it is proposed to base concerted 
action by the fuel administration, the 
food administration, the war industries 
board and the railroad administration 
in the matter controlling orders.

The fuel administration Is prepared, 


however, to enforce its program with- 
out waiting for the other agencies to 
act if necessary. Certain features al- 
ready have been definitely determined 
upon, as in the case of the automobile 
makers.

100,000,000 tons more of coal than pro- 
duced this year will be needed to meet 
the demands of the coming" year. This, 
Dr. Garfield explained. Is based upon 
an estimate of 50,000,000 tons for ac- 
tual demands in sight, with an addi- 
tional 20,000.000 tons to allow for pro-- 
gressive war preparations.

.sentiment Is changing because the 
hysterical critics are becoming; aware 
of the injustice of their allegations 
especially -jn reference to ihe war 
department. 


Before there was any prospect of 


\v<:r, Secretary Daniel? of the navy 
department was treated as a joke and 
Secretary Baker of the war depart- 
ment v.'as sneered at as the worst 
mist'u of a superlatively weak cabinet 
by a great many republican papers. 
The critics were positive that it would 
be utterly impossible to conduct a 
war properly with there men at ihe 
head of the two departments upon 
whjch all must depend for putting 
forth the power of the nation. 


When war was declared 
or 
soon 


after, ihe critics began to admit that 
our navy was in pretty 
good 
trim 


for a fight, that there had been such 
preparation as could be carried over 
the 
heads 
of 
combined 
opposlt ion 


and that a strong1 force o? lighting 
ships was ready for action. 


The critics began to let Daniels 


alone and to devote much of their 
time to assailing 
Secretary Baker, 


who on account of his statement be- 
fore a senate committee setting forth ,. 
k 


what his department would do, was 
accused of trying to lull the country 
to sleep by exaggerated statements 
and promises that could not be ful- 
filled. AVhen he told the committee 
that he would have 500,000 men in 
France early in the present year, he 
was discredited; but Mr. Baker has 
exceeded the more important prom- 
ises he made and at ihe present mo- 
ment he has more than 700,000 men 
in France, with prospects of 1,000.000 
before the end of the summer. 


The critics are now beginning to 


see that their opinion of Mr. Baker 
was all wrong and to find that he is 
a man of great resource. They find 
that he has met the emergency with 
wonderful 
promptness. 
Unlike 
the 


navy department, the war department 
was not found in a state of prepared- 
ness when war was declared. \Ve had 
but a nominal army and our fighting 
forces and equipment had to be built 
from the ground up. 


The herculean task was undertaken 


with a determination never excelled 
and in the, space of a single year, the 
achievement was such as to astonish 
the world. There were mistakes, of 
course, as was natural, we might say 
inevitable where guns had to be sci- 
entifically tested on their merits, ord- 
nance of 
the latest 
type provided, 


and equipment of the most up-to-date 
kind manufactured for over a million 
men. 


The critics iiad almost convinced 


the people of this nation tiiat the 
war department had completely failed 
in its work. Indeed one of the calam- 
ity howlers made the broad charge 
that it had ceased to function and 
all because Eanei was on the job. The 
president was lauded for his splen- 
did utterances, but the very smart, 
critics who knew it all averred that 
he was a very poor judge of 
men

Of the wilful critics' who play the 
role of pessimist and see nothing good 
anywhere we have already had too 
many.

MERY RECAPTURED BY FRENCH 
The Germans, according to the official state- 


ment issued by the French war office, reached the 
"vicinity" of this stream. This marked the limit 
of .their advance, however, and the French imme- 
diately attacked and drove the "enemy back to 
the line passing through Belloy, south of St.

The freight ship, bound north from 


a South American port, sighted the 
submarine soon after 10 o'clock. Im- 
mediately full speed ahead was or- 
dered and the vessel zig-zagged.

a United States army transport, op- 
ened lire on the submarine.

shots wero heard, followed almost im- 
mediately by three others. The sub- 
marine was too far away, said

He also said he thought the 
transport was too far from the sub- 
marine for the latter to try a hit with 
a torpedo.

Only young tender beets 
should 
be

Detroit.

Cut the steins off, but 
be careful not to cut off too closely or 
break the root. 
This will cause loss 


of juice, color and flavor. Boil in an

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BAKER IS VINDICATED 


On the progress of the war public 


Sentiment Is changing because the 
hysterical critics are becoming aware 
of the injustice of their allegations 
especially in reference to the war 
department. 


Before there v/as any prospect of 


war, Secretary Daniels of the navy 
department was treated as a joke anil 
Secretary Baker of the war depart- 
ment v.ras sneered at as the worst 
misfit of a superlatively weak cabinet 
by a great many republican papers. 
The critics were positive that it.would 
be utterly impossible to conduct a 
war properly with these men at the 
head " of the 
two departments upon 


•which all must depend for putting 
forth the power of the nation. 


When war was declared or soon 


after, the critics began to admit that 
our navy was in pretty 
good trim 


for a fight, that there had been such 
preparation as Could be carried ovei 
the 
heads 
of combined opposition 


and that a strong force of lighting 
ships was ready for action. 


The critics began to let Daniels 


alone snd to devote much of their 
time, to assailing 
Secretary Baker, 


who on account of his statement be- 
fore a senate committee setting forth 
what his department would do, was 
accused of trying to lull the country 
to sleep by exaggerated statements 
and promises that could not be ful- 
filled. Wh*n he told the committee 
that he would have 500,000 men in 
France early in the present year, he 
was discredited; but Mr. Baker has 
exceeded the more important prom- 
iseS he made and at the present mo- 
ment he has more than 700,000 rnen 
!n France, with prospects of 1,000.000 
before the end of the summer. 


The critics are now beginning to 


see that their opinion of Mr. Baker 
•was all wrong and to find that he is 
a man of great resource. They find 
that he has met the emergency with 
wonderful 
promptness. Unlike 
the 


navy department, the war department 
was not found in a state of prepared- 
ness when war was declared. \Ve had 
but a nominal army and our fighting 
forces and equipment had to be built 
'from the ground up. 


The herculean task was undertaken 


with a determination never excelled 
and in the space of a single year, the 
achievement was such as to astonish 
the world. There were mistakes, of 
course, as was natural, we might say 
inevitable where guns had to be sci- 
entifically tested on their merits, ord- 
nance of the latest 
type provided, 


and equipment of the most up-to-date 
kind manufactured for over a million 
men. 


The critics had almost convinced 


the people of this nation that the 
war department had completely failed 
in its Work. Indeed one of the calam- 
ity howlers made the broad charge 
that it had ceased to function and 
all because Baker was on the job. The 
president wras lauded for his splen- 
did utterances, but the very smart

In similar cases it may be good 


policy for democrats and republicans 
to select a fusion candidate rather 
than run the risk of electing any 
disloyalist. 


The stamp of men needed in con- 


gress at present is the man who puts 
patriotism before party, who stands 
for the prosecution of the war to a 
final victory, men of stamina, foresight, 
common-sense and sound judgment. 
Of the wilful critics who play the 
role of pessimist and see nothing good 
anywhere we have already had too 
many. 
Let them be eliminated as 


fast as possible so that we may get 
men in congress who will properly | 
represent the driving power of the 
American people, the power that is 
behind congress, that should be be- 
hind the administration at Washing- 
ton and behind our armies now mus- 
tering for the deadly conflict on the

according to a compilation by tile Na- 
tional City bank, which continues in 
part: 


"The chief countries which show a 


marked 
increase 
in exportation of

manufactures during the war are the 
United States, Canada and Japan. 
In 


the case of the United States the 
increase has been especially in mater- 
ial for the battlefield and the use 01 
the allied troops, hut there lias also 
been a large increase in exports of 
our manufactures to the neutral world 
Latin America, Asia, Oceania, Africa 
and certain countries of Europe. 
America's Leap to the Lead 


The total value of domestic manu- 


factures exported from 
the 
United 


States in the fiscal year ending with 
June, 1314, all of which preceded the 
war, aggregated $1,099.000,000, inclucl 
ing in this- both finished manufactures 
and those for further use in manufac- 
turing. In tlie calendar year 1915 they 
totalled 51,731,000,000, in .1910 53,537,- 
000.000, 
and 
in 
1917 
$4,019,000,000, 


while Great Britain's total exports of 
domestic manufactures in 1917 were 
but 
$2,030,000,000, or about one-half 


those of the United States in that 
year. 


"With the central powers, 
Russia 


and Belgium no longer exporting man- 
ufactures, and France, Italy and Neth- 
erlands greatly reducing their exports, 
it is estimated that the total value of 
manufactures 
entering 
international 


trade was but little more than $8,000,- 
000,000, 
of 
which the United States 


supplied nearly or quite one-half her 
total exports in that year, having been 
as above indicated, 5-1,019,000.000. 
Four Times as Much as Before War 


"Of this enormous 
exportation 
of 


manufactures of the United Slates in 
1917, practically four times as much as 
before the war and twice as much as 
that of Great Britain in 1317, more 
than one-fourth was destined for the 
battle fields of Europe. Explosives 
alone amounted to $634,000,000; manu- 
factures of brass, largely for produc- 
tion of shells, $240,000,000; chemicals, 
which were largely for the manufac- 
ture of explosives, 5193,000,000; fire- 
arms, 597,000,000; wire, $40,000,000, and 
zinc, 540,000,000. The total of iron and 
steel manufactures of all kinds ex- 
ported from the United States in 1917 
was 51,285,000,000, against 5391,000,000 
in 1915. Much of the increase !n man- 
ufactures other -than those for .war 
purposes went to Latin America, Asia, 
Africa, Oceania and the neutral coun- 
tries of Europe, to which the United 
States showed large gains in the ex- 
ports of 1917 compared with those at 
the beginning of the war."

FRANCE, June 11 (Morning)—By the 
Associated Press—The difflcultles con- 
fronting the enemy are 
very great 


in the nature of the country he has 
now entered in his new drive, 
terrain comprises sharp hills, 


The 
deep 


valleys and thick woods. Where his 
most pronounced progress has been 
made, in 
the center of the battle- 


field, the ground forms a sort of hol- 
low through Which runs the main 
roads from Senlols to Roye and the 
Compiegiie-Roye railroad. 
The Germans are apparently trying 


to increase the rapidity of their ad- 
vance by entirely ignoring the losses 
they sustain, the object being to ac- 
quire possession of as much territory 
as possible before the allies are able 
to stabilize the front. 
While attempting to do this, th 


Germans are coming under the lire or 
the allied batteries and groups of 
machine guns. 
. 
This fierce opposition offered by the 


allied troops appears to have discon- 
certed the German high command, 
which expected to be able to reduce 
the allied, salient around Noyon much 
more easily. 
.. 
The enemy guns were busy through- 


out yesterday and last night but were 
well countered by the allied artillery. 
In addition, the wind 
changed 
and 
thousands of poison gas shells fired 
by the Germans did more damage to 
themselves than to the allies. 


Indications show that some of the 
enemy divisions which started the at- 
tack are already 
being 
withdrawn 


from the line, because of the severity 
of their casualties, and are being re- 
placed by fresh units. 
This new battle is entirely Different 


in its characteristic 
features from 


either the offensive of March or that 
of May. The attack along the Mont- 
didler-Noyon line was-no surprise for 
the allies, and the German forces, 
although extremely strong, have not 
submerged the defenders, as in the 
case of the two former, efforts. 
The armies are fighting it out foot 


by foot and it cannot be claimed up 
to this writing that the enemy has 
gained any definite advantage, despite 
the fact of the indentation he has 
made in the allied line. This was a 
very natural result under the tremen- 
dous smash.

from the survivors of the steamer Pi- 
nar del Rio destroyed by a

submarine off the Virginia coast, that 
the enemy raiders were accompanied 
by a mother ship found no confirma-

raiders might use a captured vessel 
loaded with supplies to prolong their 
stay off the coast.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—President 


"Wilson's address here last Friday to a 
party of Mexican newspaper editors, 
which was given out here today for 
publication in the United States, dealt 
almost wholly with pan-Americanism 
by agreement among the pan-Ameri- 
cans. 


In emphasizing the disinterestedness 


of the United States in the world war, 
the president said: 


"One 
of the difficulties that I expe- 


rienced during the first three years 
of the war, the years when the United 
States was not in the war, was in get- 
ting- the foreign offices . of European 
nations to believe that 
the United 


States was seeking nothing for her- 
self, that her neutrality was not sel- 
fish and that if she came in, she would 
not come in to get anything' substan- 
tial out of the war, any material ob- 
ject, any territory or trade or anything 
else, of that sort. In some of the for- 
eign offices there were men who per- 
sonally knew me and they believed, I 
hope^ that I was sincere in assuring 
them that our purposes were disinter- 
ested, but they thought that these as- 
surances carne from an academic gen- 
tleman 
removed 
from 
the ordinary 


sources of information and speaking1 
the idealistic purposes of the cloister. 
They did not believe that I was speak- 
ing the real heart 
of the American 


people, and I knew all along that I 
was. 
Xow I believe that 
everybody 


who comes into contact with the Am- 
erican people knows that I am speak 
ing- their purposes." 


As a. concrete example, 
the presi- 


dent referred to his declaration that 
he intended to stand by Kussia. 


"We cannot make anything out of 


Ilussia," he said. 
"We cannot make 


anything' out of standing by Russia at 
this time—the ir;ost remote of the Eu- 
ropean nations, so far as we are c 
cerned, the one with which we have 
had the leapt conntctions in trade and 
advantage-—and yet the people of the 
United States rose to that suggestion 
as to no other that I made in that ad- 
dress. That is the heart of Americans 
and we are ready to show you by any 
fact of friendship that you may pro- 
pose our real feelings toward Mexico."

TRAVEL IN RUSSIA 


(By Associated Press) 


LONDON. (By Mail.)—The hardships 


of railway travel during the present 
disorganization in Russia were brought 
home repeatedly to the members of the 
•Vmerican Red Cross mission to Ru- 
nania on their journey from Jassy to 
Murmansk. The distance is about 2500 
niles, but the mission was nearly a 
nonth on the way, averaging less than 
100 miles a day. Even after reaching1 
Murmansk the Americans lived on their 
railway trains for two weeks while 
vailing" for a boat. 


Marmansk is 160 miles north of the 


Arctic circle, and the cold during- parts 
of the journey was severe. 
None of 


he railway cars had any heating ar- 
ang-ements.- During the coldest weath- 
,r many of the doctors and nurses re- 
nained in. bed all day to keep ^varin. 


American ingenuity made a brave ef- 


'ort to remedy the lack of heating ar- 
rangements by building: small stoves 


f brick, stones and pieces of sheet 
ron. These stoves were built in the 
orridors or aisles of the cars and were 
ed with wood and charcoal picked up 
along the line. 
They' were not very 


mccessful as heating- appliances, but 
vere occasionally useful for making- 
hot coffee or tea. 


The new order of things which the 


Bolsheviki have introduced into Russia 
was perpetually in evidence. 
Every- 


where along the line the officers in 
barge of the train had to deal with 
Russians who thought they had as sood 
a right as anybody else to travel on 
t. /Unbidden guests were always com- 
ns on board. 
At night they would 


often enter by way of the windows, 


some merely looking for a ride, others 
In search of plunder. The Americans 
all slept with their revolvers under 
their pillows, ready to repel boarders. 


At almost every 
railway 
station 


there were prolonged arguments and 
altercations. Excursion parties of Rus- 
sian soldiers would express a desire 
to travel a few hundred versts with 
the mission, and the French soldiers 
who .accompanied the mission would 
explain that it was impossible. 


The disorganization of the railway 


system waiFwell-nlgh complete. There 
was no semblance of train despatching 
Once or twice 'a day a "train going in 
the opposite direction would 'be en- 
countered, 
in this case both trains 


would stop, pourparlers would ensue, 
and one train or the other would go 
back to the nearest siding:. 


The stations were badly kept and 


had generally become the headquar- 
ters of a sort of local Soviet which was 
anxious to impress Its Importance upon 
the passengers of every train. Walt- 
ing rooms and platforms were tilled 
with soldiers, ex-soldiers, coolies and 
nondescripts. 


The 
se|f-eonstituted 
authorities at 


each station were a perpetual nuisance. 
Every station-Soviet had to have the 
whole business of the mission 
ex*- 


plained to ft, "Vind the difficulties which 
Immediately aiose could only be solved 
by a plentiful distribution of roubles 
and cognac. The total amount o* mon- 
ey distributed by the French officers in 
charge of the train during- the four 
•weeks' trip would easily have paid for 
the train twice over. 
The Americans 


wished to share this expense propor- 
tionately, but the French insisted on 
laying1 it all. The French also insist- 
ed on supplementing 
the Americans' 


food supplies. 
The Bolsheviki everywhere showed 
remarkable friendliness for the . llt- 


;Ie group of Americans on board the 
.rain. "The French 
belong: to the 


bourgeoisie, but the Americans are 
iust as good Bolsheviki as we are," 
said one Soviet leader !n an address 
of welcome at a tiny village station 


orth of Moscow. Occasionally a Rus- 


sian who had been in America was en- 
countered. 


During the severe weather one of 


the French -officers, Col. Odone, fell 
11 with pneumonia and died in his berth 
a few days later. His 'body was tak- 
en oft?'the train near Murmansk and 
buried beside the track. All the Amer- 
cans and French officers, and deputa- 
tions of British, Italian and Serbian 
military men from trains which imme- 
diately preceded the Franco-An;erican 
.rain, attended the funeral service on 
.he snow-covered field. The grave was 
marked with a cross made from fir- 
ree boughs by members of the Ameri- 
can delegation. Over the coffin, at Col. 
Odone's request, were draped the flags 
of France, the United States and the 
other allies. 


At Vologda the train halted for near- 


y a day, and the Americans paid a 
,'isit to the American embassy, which 
;onsisted of tarefc railway cars drawn 
up on a siding; near the station 
The 


American ambassador had a private 
car of Pullman type, a dining car and 
a first-class sleeper. 
' 
From Vologda to Murmansk the train 


dragged its way warily and hMttatlnr 
l\v This .line is a new war railway, 
every mile cunbtrueted of American ma. 
terial, but laid rather hastily and over 
frozen ground. For miles It skirts th* 
White sea, a vast expanse of solid led 
as far as the eye can see. 


It was unpleasant to see, at frequent 


points along the line, vast quantities 
of American rolling: stock and railway 
material lying uselessly and gathering 
rust. 
At one station there were €4 


locomotives, almost new, but disman- 
tled and with .various parts of 
the 


mechanism smashed or stolen. At an- 
other point Lhcre was a grept quantity 
of American agricultural " machinery, 
wire cables and copper telegraph wire 
in rolls as tall as a man. 
The food supply of both the French 


and the Americans began to give out 
as the train ncared Murmansk, and for 
two weeks before the mission sailed 
their diet consisted largely of reindeer 
meat. 
This was supplemented by a 


scant ration cf macaroni and black 
bread. The first bread of a reasonably 
white appearance which any of the 
Americans had seen in almost a year 
was that served at their first meal on 
board the steamer in Murmansk bar-

up instrumentalities wholly fair and 
adequate. And this duty to avoid such 
interruptions 
of 
industry 
wherever 


they can be avoided without the actual 
sacrifice of essential rights rests upon 
the employer as imperatively as upon 
the workman. 
No man can afford to 


do injustice at any time, but at this 
time justice is of the essence of na- 
tional defense, and contests for 
any 


sort of advantage that at other tim«a. 
would be justified may now jeopardize^' 
the very life of the nation."
